Mission  finds  Philippines  a 
land  of  opportunity  for  U.S. 
firms  seeking  joint  ventures 

Macapagal  administration  is  effectively  stimulating 
economic  and  business  expansion;  scarce  investment 
capital  forces  interest  rates  up;  high  returns  possible

The  expression  "joint-venture  with  an 
American  company"  describes  the  most 
prevalent  type  of  trade  opportunity  en- 
countered by  the 
U.S.  Trade  and 
Industrial  Develop- 
ment Mission  during 
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its  5-week  stay  in  the 
Philippines.  Wher- 
ever the  Mission  vis- 
ited (and  this  in- 
cluded areas  provid- 
ing more  than  85% 
of       nonagricultural 


activity  in  the  Philippines),  the  Mission 
found  all  levels  of  business  and  political 


activity  concerned  with  attracting  Amer- 
ican investment,  usually  in  combination 
with  manufacturing  know-how  and  man- 
agement guidance. 

Everywhere,  the  Filipino  business  com- 
munity expressed  strong  orientation  to- 
ward the  U.S.  This  has  come  partly  from 
a  long  tradition  of  fruitful  collaboration, 
partly  from  high  regard  for  American 
know-how  and  the  "made-in-America" 
label,  and  partly  from  a  strong  feeling  of 
kinship  with  the  U.S.  and  the  spirit  of 
free  enterprise. 

Prior  to  1962  this  basic  orientation  was 
overshadowed  by  a  business  climate  that 
many  Americans  did  not  consider  par- 
ticularly conducive  to  extending  invest- 
ment   in    the    Philippines.    A    politically 
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emphasized  "Filipino  First"  policy,  cou- 
pled with  a  complex  and  not  always  pre- 
dictable system  of  currency  and  business 
controls  blunted  the  incentives  that  the 
Philippines  had  historically  provided  to 
U.S.  entrepreneurs. 

However,  on  taking  office  at  the  start 
of  1962,  the  Macapagal  Administration 
moved  to  stimulate  economic  and  busi- 
ness expansion.  On  the  basis  of  an  IRBD 
Study  Mission's  report  President  Dios- 
dado  Macapagal  in  January  proclaimed 
a  5-year  socio-economic  plan  designed 
to  boost  Philippine  GNP  to  an  annual 
growth  rate  of  7%  by  1967. 

The  plan  calls  for  a  total  fixed  invest- 
ment of  about  $3  billion.  About  33%  is 
to  go  into  manufacturing,  33%  into  trans- 
portation-communication, 20%  into  con- 
struction and  public  works,  3%  into  min- 
ing and  about  10%  into  agriculture  and 
miscellaneous. 

The  $1  billion-plus  to  be  invested  on 
manufacturing  enterprises  is  targeted  as 


follows:  basic  metals  and  metal  products 
— 44% ;  basic  and  other  chemicals, 
1 1.5%.;  pulp  and  paper,  5.5% ;  food  proc- 
essing, 4.5%;  textiles  (ramie  and  syn- 
thetic fibers),  4.5%;  non-metallic  min- 
erals, 4.5%;  wood  processing,  3%; 
cottage  industries,  2.5%;  miscellaneous, 
including  footwear,  apparel,  furniture, 
leather,  optical  instruments,  agricultural 
implement  and  tools,  20%. 

The  President  publicly  de-emphasized 
"Filipino  First"  as  a  primary  element  of 
policy.  With  the  net  inflow  of  new  for- 
eign capital  scheduled  at  $860  million  for 
the  5-year  period,  he  indicated  the  essen- 
tial role  of  foreign  industrial  investment 
in  his  growth  program.  Likewise,  with  the 
Government  projected  to  supply  only 
22%  of  total  new  investment,  he  affirmed 
that  free  enterprise  will  carry  the  main 
responsibility  for  national  development. 
To  underscore  a  fundamental  policy  that 
business  controls  should  be  minimized, 
he  lifted  licensing  and  foreign  exchange 
controls  and  freed  the  value  of  the  peso. 

Spurred  by  this  recently  constituted 
background  of  economic  revitalization 
and  decontrol,  the  Mission  found  Filipino 
businessmen  exceptionally  eager  to  con- 
sider licensing  and  joint-venture  pro- 
posals. Fully  75%  of  the  individual  busi- 
ness projects  which  the  Mission  discussed 
with  Filipino  businessmen  involved  some 
form  of  American  participation. 

Of  the  425  business  proposals  the  Mis- 
sion brought  from  the  U.S.,  those  ex- 
pressing willingness  to  consider  local 
manufacture  on  a  license  or  joint-venture 
basis  with  Filipino  associates  received  the 
most  insistent  attention. 

The  reason  why 

Many  Filipino  manufacturing  enter- 
prises, stimulated  by  greater  import  com- 
petition since  decontrol,  are  seeking  to 
modernize  their  manufacturing  techniques 
or  to  diversify  into  new  products  using 
native  materials.  Some  wish  to  acquire 
licenses  from  American  companies  who 
can  furnish  know-how  and  the  use  of 
well-established  trademarks.  Such  pro- 
posals included  formulated  chemical 
products,  food  processing,  toys,  textile 
items,  shoes,  tools,  electrical  components 
and  appliances. 

Large  plantation  owners,  fearing  that 
the  European  Common  Market  and  the 
expiration  of  the  Laurel-Langley  Agree- 
ment (under  which  Filipino  sugar  grow- 
ers are  guaranteed  a  premium  U.S.  mar- 
ket for  sugar)  might  eventually  restrict 
their  present  exports  of  sugar,  copra, 
abaca  and  other  commodities,  discussed 
investment  opportunities  in  new  manu- 
facturing enterprise,  particularly  the  proc-

essing  of  farm  and  plantation  products 
and  by-products. 

Some  Filipinos,  holding  property  or 
franchises  for  the  development  of  lumber 
and  mineral  resources,  indicated  a  desire 
to  utilize  American  capital  and  know- 
how.  The  Mission  received  numerous  pro- 
posals for  the  erection  of  plywood  plants 
and  sawmills.  It  also  received  projects  for 
extracting  and  processing  a  wide  variety 
of  mineral  resources,  in  some  instances 
supported  by  well  documented  surveys 
and  studies. 

Many  entrepreneurial  and  family 
groups  which  control  widespread  business 
interests  and  capital  facilities  indicated 
readiness  to  activate  long-planned  indus- 
trial projects  which  had  been  postponed 
pending  more  encouraging  conditions  for 
foreign  participation.  These  groups  have 
usually  had  a  long  history  of  close  con- 
tact with  the  U.S.  and  most  are  directed 
by  men  who  have  studied  or  lived  in  the 
U.S.  They  understand  and  often  share 
American  business  attitudes  and  tech- 
niques. 

The  Mission  met  with  many  leaders  of 
these  groups  and  discussed  joint-venture 
proposals.  In  some  cases,  these  were  of- 
fered in  detail,  with  feasibility  supported 
by  extensive  and  well-documented  study. 

However,  many  proposals  were  made 
in  broad  outline  and  without  significant 
prior  analysis,  especially  in  provincial 
areas.  The  Mission  discussed  many  un- 
dimensioned  plantation  owners'  plans  to 
set  up  facilities  for  food  processing  and 
canning,  slaughtering  and  meat  packing, 
conversion  of  lumber  with  plywood  or 
pulp  and  paper,  production  of  paper  or 
fibreboard  from  bagasse,  oil-seed  extrac- 
tion, confectionery  production,  dairy 
farming  and  related  food  processing,  and 
production  of  animal  and  poultry  feeds. 

The    greatest    number   of   investment, 


joint-venture  and  licensing  proposals 
came  from  individuals  and  small  com- 
panies, often  retailers  or  local  wholesalers 
with  limited  and  sometimes  no  capital. 
Some  were  pursuing  ventures  outside  the 
realm  of  their  experience  or  apparent 
capabilities.  However,  others  presented 
worthy  projects  that  deserve  serious  at- 
tention. 

While  most  joint-ventures  proposed 
some  American  investment  of  cash,  rela- 
tively few  called  for  cash  investment 
alone.  To  some  extent,  this  may  reflect 
a  feeling  summed  up  by  a  prominent 
Filipino  industrialist:  "More  than  your 
capital,  we  seek  your  guidance  in  learning 
how  to  use  capital— ours  as  well  as 
yours." 

Most  requests  for  joint-ventures  in- 
volved American  know-how  and  equip- 
ment joining  with  Filipino  land,  buildings 
and  working  capital,  with  the  actual 
"arithmetic"  of  the  project  and  the  in- 
vestment required  not  fully  worked  out. 
It  was  often  assumed  that  feasibility  and 
details  would  be  developed  after  an  Amer- 
ican company  expressed  serious  interest 
and,  hopefully,  took  the  initiative  in  get- 
ting the  project  organized. 

Control  of  an  enterprise,  whether 
American  or  Filipino,  seldom  seemed  a 
major  issue.  In  fact,  many  proposals  were 
based  on  the  willingness  of  the  American 
company  to  assume  management  control. 

Marketing  ignored 

The  marketing  aspects  of  joint-ventures 
were  also  neglected  in  many  proposals. 
It  was  often  presumed  that  the  Philippine 
market  would  automatically  absorb  con- 
templated production,  or  that  the  Ameri- 
can associate  or  an  independent  selling 
agency  would  take  on  the  sales  responsi- 
bility. 

Planning  to  manufacture  without  due 
regard  for  marketing  represents  the  ap- 
proach of  a  traditionally  agrarian  econ- 
omy whose  products  generally  have  been 
sold  through  independent  international 
agencies,  and  whose  commercial  initiative 
has  centered  more  on  buying  than  selling. 
The  Mission  took  every  occasion  to  em- 
phasize the  essential  role  of  sales  planning 
in  creating  new  enterprises. 

The  Philippine  market  for  local  pro- 
duction is  very  large  and  will  undoubtedly 
continue  to  grow.  There  is  also  a  large 
untapped  market  potential  in  Southeast 
Asia  where  light  manufactures  of  Philip- 
pine origin,  if  aggressively  marketed, 
might  well  carve  out  significant  volume. 
This  may  be  possible  with  items  such  as 
footwear  and  wearing  apparel,  pharma- 
ceuticals, cement,  wood  and  cottage  in- 
dustry products.  The  disappearance  of 
British  Commonwealth  preferences  may 


become  a  substantial  factor  in  this  regard. 

Investment  capital  is  scarce  in  the 
Philippines  and  relatively  difficult  for  the 
small  entrepreneur  to  come  by.  Interme- 
diate term  loans,  when  possible  to  obtain, 
usually  bear  at  least  12%  interest.  Thus, 
many  projects  received  by  the  Mission 
would  involve  American  capital  almost 
exclusively. 

However,  if  properly  set  up,  some  of 
these  enterprises  can  justify  the  capital 
support  required.  American  entrepreneurs 
may  well  regard  a  statement  made  by  a 
reliable  Filipino  businessman:  "A  25% 
annual  return  on  investment  in  the  Philip- 
pines is  considered  minimum;  a  35%  re- 
turn ordinary;  a  50%  return  far  from 
unknown." 

The  Philippine  policy  specifically  con- 
templates protection  of  local  manufac- 
turers by  tariff  adjustments.  President 
Macapagal  has  affirmed  the  intention  "to 
make  such  further  increases  in  the  tariff 
as  may  be  proved  necessary  to  provide 
a  reasonable  margin  of  preference  which 
will  render  domestic  producers  more  com- 
petitive." Moreover,  presidential  action 
has  already  increased  tariffs  on  almost 
700  locally  produced  import  items  "in 
order  to  protect  and  encourage  the  growth 
of  new  domestic  industries." 

Apart  from  the  possibility  of  relatively 
attractive  investment  returns,  the  so-called 
"Basic  Industries  Act"  passed  in  mid- 
1961  provides  additional  incentives  for 
enterprises  established  in  19  specified 
fields.  These  include  metals,  chemicals, 
food  processing  and  packing,  pulp  and 
paper,  farm  implements  and  vehicles  in- 
cluding parts  and  tools,  engines,  textile 
products,  crop  development  and  process- 
ing of  agricultural  items,  development  and 
exploitation  of  natural  resources. 

The  Act  permits  complete  exemption 
for  new  "basic"  companies  (this  does  not 
include  packaging  and  assembly  plants) 
from  the  following  imposts:  The  special 
import  tax  (about  6.8%  ad  valorem); 
the  compensating  tax  (a  variable  ad 
valorem  duty  that  can  be  very  high);  and 
import  duties  on  machinery,  equipment 
and  spare  parts  imported  to  establish  the 
new  enterprise. 

Applications  for  such  exemptions  are 
filed  with  and  processed  by  the  7-man 
Board  of  Industries  created  by  the  Act. 
Action  on  applications  has  been  sluggish, 
perhaps  due  to  the  possible  redefinition 
of  "basic"  industries,  to  narrow  coverage 
or  to  intensify  regional  orientation.  Fur- 
ther, while  equipment  has  been  brought 
in  under  the  Act,  importing  companies 
have  nevertheless  been  required  to  post 
bonds  covering  the  taxes  involved. 

Regional  development  is  also  a  signifi- 


cant consideration  in  appraising  invest- 
ment opportunities  in  the  Philippines. 
About  73%  of  all  manufacture  is  now 
concentrated  fn  the  Manila  area,  where 
perhaps  less  than  10%  of  the  total  popu- 
lation is  located.  The  Government's  5- 
year  plan  recognizes  this  imbalance  and 
is  specially  encouraging  economic  growth 
in  "the  provinces."  The  Philippine  Con- 
gress has  already  enacted  2  regional  de- 
velopment programs  for  the  Mindanao 
and  the  Central  Luzon — Cagayan  Valley 
areas. 

The  Mission  feels  that  a  variety  of  at- 
tractive investment  and  joint-venture  op- 
portunities may  be  found  in  the  provinces. 
Some  areas  which  are  now  dependent  on 
Manila  industry  and  traders  offer  prime 
market  potential  that  local  production 
could  pre-empt. 

Investment  law 

The  Macapagal  Administration  has 
also  indicated  its  intention  to  support  an 
Investment  Law  that  will,  among  other 
things,  encourage  and  provide  appropriate 
guarantees  to  foreign  as  well  as  domestic 
investment.  Included  among  the  spate 
of  bills  introduced  during  the  last  session 
of  the  Philippine  Congress  was  a  bill 
which,  for  specified  areas  of  industry, 
would  guarantee  repatriation  of  dividends, 
earnings  and  capital,  facilitate  employ- 
ment of  non-Filipino  personnel,  and  offer 
a  depreciation  "bonus"  on  investment, 
and  other  incentive  provisions.  It  seems 
significant  that  only  Filipino-controlled 
joint-ventures  would  be  covered  by  the 
bill  in  its'  present  amended  form.  The 
bill  is  pending  and  subject  to  further 
changes. 

Some  local  Americans  and  Filipinos 
doubt  that  an  Investment  Law  will  be 
enacted.  Others  expressed  the  thought 
that  such  a  law  might  be  restrictive  and 
curtail  advantages  that  now  exist.  How- 
ever, the  desirability  of  a  law  to  establish 
the  "ground  rules"  for  investment  has 
been  advanced  by  many  Filipino  political 
leaders  and  members  of  the  business  com- 
munity in  discussions  with  the  Mission 
and  in  public  statements. 

Investment  consideration 

Despite  de-emphasis  of  "Filipino  First," 
both  within  and  without  Government, 
there  exists  strong  preference  for  ven- 
tures involving  "substantial  Filipino  cap- 
ital and  management  participation." 

This  does  not  rule  out  100%  foreign 
owned  or  foreign  controlled  projects,  but 
it  would  not  seem  imprudent  to  consider 
the  factor  of  Filipino  control  or  "substan- 
tial" participation  as  having  long-term 
importance.  This  is  illustrated  by  some 
of    the    administrative    problems    which 


some  companies  in  the  Philippines  en- 
countered in  bringing  expert  working  per- 
sonnel from  the  U.S.  under  "Treaty 
Trader"  provisions  of  the  Laurel-Langley 
Agreement. 

Until  the  expiration  of  the  Laurel- 
Langley  Agreement  in  1974,  American 
nationals  will  continue  to  enjoy  equal 
treatment  with  Filipino  citizens,  even  re- 
specting laws  which  limit  the  rights  or 
activities  of  foreigners  generally.  Thus, 
enterprises  which  under  Filipino  Law 
must  now  be  at  least  60%  Filipino  owned, 
can  be  wholly  owned  or  controlled  by 
American  nationals  until  1974.  Similarly, 
Americans  can  still  engage  in  retail  trade 
and  may  own  land,  from  which  non- 
Filipinos  are  or  will  soon  be  barred. 

The  National  Retail  Act  enacted  in 
1954  will  ban  non-Filipinos  from  retail 
trade,  in  its  broadest  sense,  after  1964.  A 
non-Filipino  (or  non-American  during 
the  duration  of  the  Laurel-Langley  Agree- 
ment) will  not  be  permitted  directly  or 
indirectly  to  own  any  share  of  an  enter- 
prise denned  to  be  even  partly  engaged  in 
retail  activity,  or  to  be  employed  by  any 
such  enterprise. 

Taxes 

Corporate  taxes  in  the  Philippines  are 
22%  of  the  first  Peso  100,000  (approxi- 
mately $25,000)  of  net  income  and  30% 
on  any  excess.  Domestic  or  resident  for- 
eign corporations  receiving  dividends 
from  corporations  subject  to  Filipino  in- 
come taxes  are  exempt  from  further  in- 
come tax  on  -75%  of  such  dividends. 
Foreign  and  domestic  corporations  are 
also  subject  to  a  25%  tax  on  undistrib- 
uted profits  or  surplus  that  are  deemed  to 
be  accumulated  in  order  to  avoid  further 
taxation  of  stockholders.  The  President's 
5-year  plan,  incidentally,  proposes  the 
possibility  of  increased  income  taxes. 

Dividends  and  profits  received  by  for- 
eign shareholders  or  partners  are  now 
freely  remittable,  but  are  subject  to  a 
30%  Philippine  withholding  tax.  Fees  or 
compensation  for  services  rendered  by 
non-resident  foreign  nationals  for  services 
performed  in  the  Philippines  are  also 
subject  to  local  tax.  Compensation  for 
services  by  non-resident  foreign  nationals 
outside  the  Philippines  may  or  may  not 
be  taxed  locally. 

Royalties  paid  by  licenses  in  the  Philip- 
pines to  foreign  non-resident  nationals 
are  subject  to  a  30%  withholding  tax. 
When  received  by  Filipino  or  resident  for- 
eigners, they  are  subject  to  regular  income 
taxes.  There  is  a  50%  tax  on  capital 
gains. 

There  is  no  tax  agreement  between  the 
Philippines  and  the  U.S.  so  that  American 
citizens    and   corporations   may   have    a 


liability  in  both  countries  with  respect  to 
the  same  items  of  income.  Both  the  U.S. 
and  Philippine  revenue  codes  provide, 
within  limits,  for  a  deduction  or  credit  for 
foreign  income  taxes  paid.  However, 
this  does  not  provide  the  full  advantages 
afforded  by  conventional  "double  taxa- 
tion" treaties. 

The  Philippines  have  well  defined  legis- 
lation for  registration  of  trademark  and 
tradenames,  and  for  patenting  inventions. 
The  laws  are  substantially  patterned  after 
the  laws  applying  in  the  U.S.  and  recog- 
nize certain  international  "convention" 
priorities  between  the  U.S.  and  the  Philip- 
pines by  virtue  of  an  exchange  of  letters 
between  the  countries. 

License  and  joint-venture  agreements 
may  now  be  negotiated  and  signed  with- 
out going  through  any  special  formalities 
or  official  review.  However,  under  the 
Basic  Industries  Law,  application  must 
be  made  to  the  Board  of  Industries  for  ap- 
proval if  the  benefits  under  that  law  are  to 
be  obtained. 

It  is  also  important  that  conditions  of 
agreements  be  weighed  in  relation  to  the 
National  Retail  Act  and  the  ultimate  ex- 
piration of  the  Laurel-Langley  Agree- 
ment, as  well  as  any  future  legislation, 
such  as  an  Investment  Law,  that  may  be 
enacted.  Under  all  circumstances,  of 
course,  the  actual  climate  in  all  its  aspects 
must  be  considered  along  with  the  written 
documents. 

In  appraising  the  attractiveness  of  the 
Philippines  for  licensing,  investment  and 
joint-venture,  the  Mission  carefully  con- 
sidered the  profit  potential  in  relation  to 
the  risks  and  problems.  The  consensus 
was  that  few  countries  in  the  world  now 
offer  American  businessmen  more  attrac- 
tive opportunities  for  long-term  invest- 
ment. 

The  Filipinos  genuinely  want  to  work 
with  Americans  as  associates  in  establish- 
ing and  developing  their  enterprises.  The 
present  Government  wants  to  attract 
American  entrepreneurs  and  provide  a 
business  climate  conducive  to  the  profit- 
able use  of  capital.  The  country  is  en- 
dowed with  enormous  resources.  It  pre- 
sents a  scarcely  tapped  market  with  a 
growing  population  (rising  at  an  annual 
rate  of  3.2%  )  and  expanding  individual 
purchasing  power. 

The  Mission  came  to  the  Philippines 
during  a  period  of  transition.  The  econ- 
omy is  moving  from  an  era  of  restrictive 
controls  into  an  era  of  relatively  unlet- 
tered enterprise.  This  requires  adjust- 
ments in  administrative  attitude  at  all 
working  echelons  of  Government  and  the 
implementation  of  the  new  and  construc- 
tive outlook. 


To  spearhead  the  transition,  the  Maca- 
pagal  Administration  has  set  up  "action" 
planning  agencies  that  are  now  expediting 
the  useful  projects  inherited  from  the  past 
and  harnessing  them  to  the  content  and 
objectives  of  the  new  5-year  socio- 
economic plan. 

A  transitional  period  necessarily  in- 
volves uncertainties.  In  rendering  an  op- 
timistic evaluation,  the  Mission  may  seem 
to  be  taking  much  on  faith.  However,  an 
American  businessman  cannot  be  exposed 
to  the  dynamic  attitude  of  the  Philippine 
business  community  (however  unprepared 
it  may  be  in  terms  of  individual  project 
detail)  and  to  the  Government's  aware- 
ness of  the  earthy  problems  of  stimulating 
economic  growth  in  an  environment  of 
private  enterprise  (however  incomplete 
may  be  the  agencies  or  facilities  for  deal- 
ing with  these  problems)  without  sharing 
at  least  a  good  measure  of  the  Mission's 
outlook. 

Must  bridge  gap 

There  is  a  great  need  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  the  present  inability  (or  unpfe- 
paredness)  of  the  average  expansion- 
minded  Filipino  businessmen  to  set  up 
projects  in  studied  detail  and  the  relative 
inertia  of  the  American  businessmen  in 
considering  projects  whose  content  has 
not  been  adequately  organized.  The  Mis- 
sion's effort  to  underline  this  need  was 
generally  considered  a  particularly  valu- 
able service. 

The  Philippine  Government  also  recog- 
nizes this  need.  Its  central  economic 
planning  agency  is  establishing  improved 
facilities  to  provide  needed  technical  and 
research  guidance  to  local  businessmen. 
The  U.S.  AID  program  is  being  designed 
to  contribute  effectively  toward  this  objec- 
tive and  is  working  closely  with  Philip- 
pine  planning  authorities. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  the  fruits 
of  the  administrative  and  educational  job 
in  the  Philippines  become  conspicuous. 
The  Mission  believes  that  many  excellent 
opportunities  for  Americans  to  participate 
in  Philippine  growth  will  not  wait. 

American  businessmen  must  take  more 
than  the  usual  share  of  initiative.  They 
can  find  various  types  of  assistance  under 
the  AID  Program.  They  will  find  eager 
cooperation  from  Filipino  agencies  in 
supplying  help  and  information  (and 
there  is  a  large  miscellany  of  useful 
survey  data  to  be  tapped).  The  Mission 
believes  that  initiative  taken  now  by 
American  business  to  explore  the  op- 
portunities for  investment,  licensing  and 
joint-venture  in  the  Philippines  should 
be  amply  rewarding.

Philippines  offer 
prime  area  for  U.S. 
marketing  methods 

Filipinos  prefer  American  products; 
want  U.S.  know-how  and  equipment 
for  local  production  of  goods

The  Philippines,  a  potential  market 
whose  surface  has  barely  been  touched, 
represent  a  challenge  to  American  mar- 
keting ingenuity. 
Since  all  evidence 
points  to  continued 
economic  growth  in 
this  area,  the  desire 
for  more  and  better 
products  from  the 
U.S.  should  expand. 
Filipinos  are  con- 
vinced of  the  superi- 
ority of  American 
products  even  though  they  may  voice 
competitive  claims  regarding  products 
from  lapan  and  Western  Europe. 

Marketing  is  in  its  infancy  in  the  Philip- 
pines although  several  firms,  some  with 
great  sophistication,  have  been  organized 
in  recent  years.  However,  this  area  offers 
tremendous  potentialities  for  American 
marketing  firms  and  needs  all  the  assist- 
ance U.S.  firms  can  offer. 

The  Philippine  market  structure  has 
been  geared  primarily  to  the  processing 
and  fabrication  of  native  raw  products. 
While  there  is  a  growing  desire  to 
mechanize  and  automate,  handicraft  pro- 
duction facilities  remain  unsophisticated. 
The  ready  availability  of  low  cost  labor 
has  limited  mechanization,  with  advances 
limited  to  a  small  number  of  companies, 
hut  these  are  few  and  far  between.  In- 
creased technical  training  is  necessary  if 
more  small  firms  are  to  advance  in  this 
direction. 

The  addition  of  American  technical 
skills,    know-how   and  equipment,   could 
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further  marshall  the  vast  latent  resources 
of  the  Philippines.  Philippine  business- 
men we  talked  with  were  all  interested  in 
American  labeled  products,  but  they  want 
these  products  to  be  produced  locally. 

One  of  the  chief  problems  confronting 
the  marketing  agent  in  the  Philippines  is 
getting  the  product  to  market.  Few  but 
Namarco,  the  government  marketing 
agency,  have  any  semblance  of  a  distribu- 
tion system. 

There  are  hundreds,  perhaps  even 
thousands  of  small  distributors  who  sell 
their  wares  through  Sari-Sari  stores. 
These  stores  are  merely  stands  with  little 
or  no  store  fixtures  and  less  inventory. 

In    Manila   itself,    although   there   are, 
several  modern  special  shops,  none  could 
pass  for  what  we  call  a  department  store. 

There  are  a  few  supermarkets  in 
Manila,  and  they  seem  to  do  very  well. 
These  would  fall  into  the  Superette  cate- 
gory in  the  States. 

There  are  also  large  numbers  of  drug 
stores,  barber  shops  and  beauty  parlors. 

Packaging 

Although  there  is  a  growing  tendency 
to  buy  packaged  products,  most  goods 
continue  to  be  sold  in  bulk.  Of  the  pack- 
aged products,  small  unit  sizes  are  more 
successful  than  large  economy  sizes,  with 
the  savings  going  unnoticed.  "Two 
offers"  and  combination  selling  do  not 
make  much  headway,  and  most  buying 
is  done  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis. 

Tailoring  and  dressmaking  have 
reached  a  high  degree  of  skill,  in  Manila, 
but  don't  try  to  sell  neckties  here!  Men 
customarily  wear  a  Barong  Tagalog,  and 
it  is  perfectly  appropriate  to  wear  this 
open  necked  overshirt  even  to  formal 
functions.  Handicraft  and  embroidery, 
for  which  the  Philippines  are  world  re- 
nowned, continue  to  dominate  both  men's 
and  women's  dress. 

Basic  marketing  techniques  are  badly 
needed.  Although  there  is  a  growing 
sophistication  in  the  business  community, 
a  dire  need  for  research  facilities  exists. 
The  great  lack  of  market  planning  is  also 
noticeable. 

The  enthusiasm  and  desire  for  produc- 
tion facilities  do  not  seem  at  all  dimmed 
by  the  lack  of  knowledge  about  market 
potentialities.  Many  businessmen  produce 
first  and  then  decide  to  sell.  Our  recom- 
mendations have  been  for  feasibility 
studies,  to  survey  the  market  before  start- 
ing production. 

Communication  troubles 

Another  marketing  problem  is  the  dif- 
ficulty of  communications  between 
islands.  Seaborne  transport  and  tele- 
phone can  cause  untold  difficulties.  Most 
inter-island  communications  are  by  radio- 


phone, and  inter-island  shipping  is  costly 
and  primitive. 

Home  industries  present  the  same  po- 
tential in  the  Philippines  as  in  Japan.  If 
marshalled,  they  will  prove  a  potent  pro- 
duction source  as  well  as  a  market  for 
American  components.  Jovito  Rivera, 
former  Undersecretary  of  Commerce,  re- 
cently was  assigned  administrator  of 
Nacida,  a  new  government  bureau  set 
up  to  coordinate  the  cottage  or  home  in- 
dustry program.  Adequate  training  pro- 
grams and  the  establishment  of  standards 
of  quality,  design  and  performance  are  a 
sorely-felt  need. 

Most  agricultural  products  presently 
produced  are  gobbled  up  by  the  fresh 
market,  notwithstanding  the  great  de- 
mand for  additional  processed  products 
such  as  canned  milk,  sardines  and  corned 
beef.  Joint  venture  arrangements  in  the 
processing  field  appear  promising,  and 
capital  for  these  ventures  is  available 
from  sugar  interests  who  seek  diversifica- 
tion. 

U.S.  consumer  goods 

American  companies  will  find  this  mar- 
ket very  receptive  to  their  products,  the 
Philippine  market  will  not  absorb  every 
product  merely  because  it  bears  an  Amer- 
ican label. 


Although  Filipino  marketing  people 
want  to  distribute  American  products, 
what  they  really  desire  is  the  American 
label  and  the  American  equipment  to 
make  the  product  here  under  licensing 
or  joint  venture  agreement. 

American  products  continue  to  enjoy 
many  natural  advantages  here,  including 
the  Filipino  market  preference  for  Ameri- 
can goods.  Price  competition  from  other 
suppliers  is  becoming  increasingly  mean- 
ingful even  though  U.S.  brands,  slightly 
hrgher  in  price  than  competing  foreign 
brands,  continue  to  be  purchased. 

A  number  of  local  distributors  are 
looking  for  American  products  to  mar- 
ket; however,  as  previously  stated,  the 
great  preponderance  of  inquiries  in  the 
consumer  products  field  is  related  to  joint 
ventures  and  licensing  of  established 
brands.  For  the  most  part,  the  licensee 
expected  the  licensor  to  bear  the  adver- 
tising cost.  However,  he  was  generally 
quite  willing  to  invest  whatever  was  neces- 
sary for  the  production  of  the  licensed 
item. 

Joint  ventures  were  sought  after  by 
many  as  a  vehicle  to  acquire  technical 
support  and  capital  investment. 

In  closing,  it  should  be  re-emphasized 
that  this  market  deserves  the  attention  of 
American   manufacturers. 


Philippines'  5-year  Plan  stresses 
development  of  mineral  resources; 
trade,  investment  prospects  bright 

Stiff  Japanese  and  European  competition  challenging  U.S.'s 
traditional  position  as  chief  supplier  to  Philippine  market

The  well-known  mineral  potential  of 
the  Philippines  is  slowly  being  tapped. 
During  the  decade  of  the  1950's,  the 
value  of  mineral  production  approxi- 
mately trebled.  Gold,  which  once  was 
the  principal  mineral  c'ommodity,  now 
has  been  surpassed  by  copper  and  ce- 
ment. Chromite  and  iron  ore  production 
also  continue  to  be  important. 

President  Macapagal,  in  his  5-year 
Socio-Economic  Development  Program, 
called  on  the  mineral  industry  to  increase 
substantially  its  contribution  to  the  Phil- 
ippine economy.  The  role  of  mining  and 
minerals  as  major  earners  of  foreign  ex- 
change will  probably  become  increas- 
ingly important  in  the  near  future.  Min- 
ing is  also  expected  to  provide  the  nec- 


essary raw  materials  for  the  establish- 
ment and  growth  of  basic  industries  in 
the  Philippines. 

The  program  envisages  Philippine  self- 
sufficiency  in  steel,  nickel,  aluminum,  re- 
fined copper  and  zinc  production,  with 
increases  in  fertilizers,  electro-chemicals, 
lime,  cement  and  glass  already  under- 
way. The  beginning  of  a  modern  coal 
industry    is   also   planned. 

The  machinery  and  services  required 
to  expand  mining  output  are  expected 
to  total  more  than  $200  million  for  the 
period  1963-1967.  Steel  and  other  min- 
eral and  chemical  industry  investment 
will  probably  need  an  additional  $800- 
1,000  million.  U.S.  suppliers  can  expect 
stiff  competition  from  Japan  and  the 
Western  European  countries,  so  attractive 


credit  and  financing  terms  will  have  to 
be  offered. 

The  long  standing  Philippine  prefer- 
ence for  American  equipment  simply  is 
not  enough.  Others  are  offering  quality 
products  at  attractive  prices,  with  fi- 
nancing, and  under  the  pressure  of  a 
persistent  capital  shortage  the  Filipino 
industrialist  may  feel  he  has  no  choice 
but  to  buy  elsewhere. 

The  opportunity  for  U.S.  capital  to 
participate  in  the  growth  of  the  mining 
industry  is  excellent.  Joint-ventures  are 
eagerly  sought  by  Filipino  industrial 
groups  to  obtain  additional  capital  and 
technical-management  experience.  Be- 
cause of  a  common  language  and  the 
long  and  congenial  business  associations 
between  the  2  countries,  U.S.  partners 
are  favored. 

The  Mission  received  a  large  number 
of  mining  proposals,  many  from  well  es- 
tablished companies.  Included  are  pro- 
posals for  mining  gold,  chromite,  copper, 
iron,  nickel,  manganese,  phosphates, 
limestone  and  sulfur.  Although  some 
mining  properties  only  need  develop- 
ment to  become  productive,  many  likely 
prospects  lack  even  preliminary  investi- 
gation. 

Despite  the  long  history  of  mining 
activity,  which  began  more  than  300 
years  ago  when  the  Philippines  were  un- 
der Spanish  rule,  the  mineral  resources 
of  the  Philippines  are  relatively  unex- 
plored. Some  areas  containing  impor- 
tant mineral  deposits  have  been  neither 
developed  nor  studied  in  detail.  Many 
mines  destroyed  during  the  Japanese  oc- 
cupation have  never  been  re-opened. 

Through  the  technical  assistance  pro- 
grams of  the  Philippine  Government,  the 
United  Nations  and  the  U.S.  limited 
mineralogical  surveys  have  been  con- 
ducted in  recent  years.  Numerous  mining 
districts  and  individual  claims  still  need 
intensive  study  to  establish  their  value. 
Only  a  few  Filipino  mining  companies 
have  the  necessary  personnel  or  financial 
resources  to  conduct  these  surveys.  Cap- 
ital willing  to  conduct  the  necessary  sur- 
veys in  return  for  future  exploitation 
rights  is  badly  needed. 

The  Philippine  Government's  attitude 
toward  mining  is  favorable,  and  the  pres- 
ent administration  is  strongly  committed 
to  a  free  private  enterprise  system.  The 
government  has  divested  ownership  of 
several  industries  it  once  directly  oper- 
ated. 

The  measures  freeing  the  peso  and  lift- 
ing licensing  and  exchange  controls  were 
a  bold  and  successful  step  toward  remov- 
ing governmental  restriction  on  private 
business  activities.  Private  foreign  in- 
vestment has  been  further  encouraged  by 


the  removal  of  controls  on  the  repatria- 
tion of  capital  and  the  remittance  of 
profits. 

These  are  only  the  most  notable  of  the 
government  actions  to  give  private  enter- 
prise the  opportunity  to  build  a  strong 
Philippine  economy. 

Not  all  rosy 

However,  there  are  a  few  problems. 
A  number  of  laws  and  regulations,  some 
of  which  are  restrictive  specifically  affect 
the  natural  resource  industries.  For  in- 
stance, the  exploitation  and  utilization  of 
natural  resources  is  limited  to  citizens 
of  the  Philippines  or  to  corporations  in 
which  at  least  60%  of  the  capital  is 
owned  by  Philippine  citizens.  The  Laurel- 
Langley  Agreement  gives  U.S.  citizens 
equal  rights  with  Filipinos  until  1974, 
but  guarantees  expiring  in  11  years  are 
inadequate  for  responsible  mining  enter- 
prises seeking  to  invest  millions  of  dol- 
lars. 

The  Retail  Trade  Nationalization  Act 
adversely  affects  business  activities  gen- 
erally. 

However,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  new  legislation  and  clarification  of 
the  Administration's  policy  will  continue 
to  improve  the  business  and  investment 
climate  in  the  minerals  field. 

Investment  and  business  opportunities 
for  important  mineral  commodities: 

Iron.  Most  of  the  iron  ore  presently 
mined  in  the  Philippines  is  exported  to 
Japan  and  shipments  have  been  steadily 
increasing  as  new  iron  ore  reserves  are 
developed.  Plans  to  produce  steel  in  the 
Philippines  for  domestic  consumption  are 
well  advanced.  Sources  of  coal  for  steel- 
making  must  also  be  developed.  Oppor- 
tunity both  for  investment  and  the  sup- 
ply of  the  equipment  is  excellent. 

Nickel.  Another  long-sought  resource 
development  is  the  utilization  of  the  vast 
iron-nickel  deposits  of  the  southern  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  which  may  be  measured 
in  the  billions  of  tons.  Although  these 
Iaterite  deposits,  as  the  mineral  is  known, 
have  interested  investors  for  many  years, 
no  satisfactory  proposals  have  been  made. 

Copper  and  Chromite.  The  Philip- 
pines is  the  largest  copper  and  chromite 
producer  in  the  Far  East.  Copper  and 
chromite  mining  and  manufacture  con- 
tinues to  gain  in  importance.  The  out- 
look is  favorable  and  offers  excellent 
growth  potential.  Trade  and  investment 
opportunities  are  excellent. 

Precious  Metals.  Gold  and  silver  out- 
put has  declined  in  the  Philippines  since 
prewar  times  and  the  industry  continues 
to  face  economic  problems.  Surprisingly 
few  proposals  were  presented  to  the 
Mission  in  the  precious  metals  field,  and 


trade   and   investment  opportunities   ap- 
pear limited. 

Coal.  Although  coal  has  been  mined 
in  the  Philippines  for  over  60  years  this 
source  of  fuel  has  never  become  impor- 
tant. Small  reserves  of  poor  quality  and 
high  cost  haVe  been  the  limiting  factors. 
However,  the  industrialization  program 
of  the  Philippines  has  created  a  new 
urgency  for  a  more  intensive  exploration 
of  the  Philippines  coal  resources.  The 
modest  geological  studies  of  recent  years 
have  indicated  that  the  outlook  may  be 
much  brighter  than  previously  thought. 
New  processes  to  up-grade  and  utilize 
poorer  quality  coals  diminish  the  prob- 
lem of  quality  and  modern  mining 
methods  will  lower  costs  if  adequate  re- 
serves can  be  developed. 

The  development  of  a  modern  coal 
industry  should  be  given  high  priority 
and  may  be  one  of  the  best  opportunities 
in  the  Philippines  for  investment  partic- 
ipation by  U.S.  companies. 

Lime  and  Cement.  Although  the  ce- 
ment industry  has  undergone  considera- 
ble expansion  in  recent  years,  there  is  a 
shortage  of  cement  which  will  probably 
persist  for  several  years.  The  President's 
5-year  program  calls  for  doubling  cement 
capacity,  and  the  supply  of  lime  for  in- 
dustrial use  also  will  expand  several  fold. 
Raw  materials  are  plentiful  and  wide- 
spread but  coal  needs  to  be  developed  as 
a  source  of  fuel.  Trade  and  investment 
opportunities  are  excellent. 

Ceramics  and  Glass.  Clays  suitable 
for  the  nascent  ceramics  industry  are 
available  in  the  Philippines.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  structural  clay  products  are  not 
produced  in  quantity,  but  refractory 
brick  production  is  planned.  Good  qual- 
ity silica  is  available  and  the  glass  con- 
tainer industry  is  well  established.  Trade 
and  investment  opportunities  are  good. 

Petroleum.  While  extensive  petroleum 
exploration  is  underway  by  the  major 
oil  refining  companies  operating  in  the 
Philippines,  the  Philippines  continue  to 
import  all  of  their  crude  petroleum  needs. 

Pyrite  and  Sulfur.  Large  deposits  of 
both  pyrite  and  volcanic  sulfur  are 
known  to  exist.  Pyrites  from  copper 
concentration  are  now  used  as  a  source 
of  sulfuric  acid.  Additional  sulfuric  acid 
production  is  needed,  especially  for  the 
developing  fertilizer  and  steel  industries. 
Thus  good  investment  and  trade  oppor- 
tunities are  present. 

Other  Minerals.  Mercury,  molybde- 
num, zinc,  lead,  platinum  and  palladium 
are  produced  but  the  outlook  for  sig- 
nificant production  is  not  currently  being 
considered  seriously.  Bauxite  and  gyp- 
sum have  not  been  found  *  in  commer- 
cially exploitable  deposits.

The  chemical  process  industries  in  the 
Philippines  are  a  mixture  of  the  old  and 
the  very  new.  Both  extremes  offer  op- 
portunities for  exporters  of  United  States 
equipment,  services,  and  capital. 

Opportunities  for 
American  industries 
range  from  the  sugar 
milling  industry, 
whose  plants  are 
based  on  a  venerable 
technology  devel- 
oped a  half-century 
ago,  to  the  proposed 
copper  refining  and 
steel-making  plants 
whose  ultra-modern  processing  methods 
are  still  in  the  development  or  planning 
stages.  An  expected  investment  of  over 
$1  billion  during  the  next  five  years  in 
basic  metals,  chemicals,  non-metallic 
minerals,  synthetic  fibers  and  plastics, 
pulp  and  paper,  chemical  process  indus- 
tries, and  other  fields  will  provide  an 
expanding  market  for  U.S.  equipment  as 
well  as  profitable  investment  opportu- 
nities. 

The  chemical  process  industries  are 
given  high  priority  in  President  Maca- 
pagal's.  5-year  socio-economic  plan.  Pres- 
ently, steel,  fertilizers,  most  basic  chem- 
icals, paper  and  pulp,  medicinals,  syn- 
thetic fibers  and  plastics  are  almost  all 
imported.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  at- 
tain self-sufficiency  in  the  production  of 
some  of  these  commodities. 

Basic  chemicals 

The  heavy  inorganic  chemicals:  sul- 
furic acid,  soda  ash,  caustic  soda,  lime 
and  salt  are  produced  in  insufficient 
quantity,  necessitating  imports.  New  con- 
struction of  fertilizer  plants,  paper  and 
pulp  mills,  glass  plants,  and  steel  mills 
will  substantially  increase  the  demand  for 
these  heavy  chemicals.  The  present  over- 
all industrial  growth  rate  will  not  meet 
this  rapidly  expanding  demand  for  these 


basic  chemicals.    Trade  and  investment 
opportunities  are  considered  good. 

Fertilizers 

Despite  increased  output  and  the  con- 
struction of  two  new  fertilizer  plants 
(ammonium  sulfate,  urea  and  anhydrous 
ammonia)  domestic  production  of  nitro- 
gen-based fertilizers  does  not  satisfy  de- 
mand. Additional  expansion  plans  call 
for  the  derivation  of  phosphate  fertilizers 
from  local  phosphate  rock.  At  present 
essentially  all  phosphates  are  imported. 

Increased  emphasis  on  expanding  the 
production  of  foodstuffs  and  the  con- 
certed efforts  to  improve  the  competitive 
position  of  the  sugar  industry  will  in- 
crease the  pressure  on  the  chemical  fer- 
tilizer industry.  Production  of  organic 
fertilizers  has  just  started.  Additional 
compositing  plants  are  considered  prac- 
tical in  some  areas.  Synthetic  ammonia 
production  by  electrolysis  will  soon  be 
supplemented  by  production  based  on  re- 
finery tail  gases. 

In  summary,  trade  and  investment  op- 
portunities in  the  fertilizer  industry  are 
good. 

Pulp  and  paper, 

Two  pulp  producing  plants  using  sugar 
cane  bagasse  and  bamboo  are  in  opera- 
tion. Another  very  large  project  propos- 
ing use  of  Philippine  hardwood  and  mill 
waste  for  newsprint  is  in  the  financing 
stage.  It  is  anticipated  that  imports  of 
pulp  will  be  reduced  significantly  but  not 
totally  eliminated.  Tne  sugar  industrv 
is  encouraging  greater  use  of  bagasse  in 
the  manufacture  of  paper  and  fiberboard 
products.  Trade  and  investment  oppor- 
tunities are  considered  to  be  good. 

Miscellaneous  chemical  products 

Paint  chemicals  and  resins  are  being 
manufactured  on  a  modest  scale  and 
production  capacity  is  expanding.  The 
production  of  polyvinyl  chloride  is  about 
to  begin.  Products  such  as  solvents,  ad- 
hesives,  insecticides,  pharmaceuticals  and 
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other  end-product  chemicals  are  manu- 
factured from  imported  raw  materials. 
However,  most  of  these  activities  are 
small  and  with  a  few  exceptions  offer 
only  limited  investment  opportunities. 
Sales  of  raw  materials  and  equipment 
should  increase  as  production  is  ex- 
panded. Many  consumer  chemical  prod- 
ucts are  imported  for  packaging  in  the 
Philippines  rather  than  locally  manu- 
factured. The  Philippine  decontrol  pro- 
gram which  devalued  the  peso  as  well 
as  lifting  licensing  and  exchange  controls 
should  encourage  the  domestic  manu- 
facture of  some  of  these  miscellaneous 
chemical  products. 

The  sugar  industry  provides  unusual 
opportunities  for  the  establishment  of 
chemical  plants.  At  the  present  time, 
the  Philippine  sugar  industry  is  enjoying 
great  prosperity,  yet  it  fears  the  termi- 
nation of  its  preferential  position  in  the 
American  market  when  the  present  Re- 
vised Trade  Agreement  expires.  To  meet 
this  contingency,  the  sugar  industry  rec- 
ognizes the  need  to  modernize  to  be  able 
to  meet  the  competition  from  other  sugar 
suppliers  in  the  American  market.  It 
also  hopes  to  diversify  its  products  and 
to  reduce  its  dependence  on  sugar  ex- 
ports. 

Progressive  companies  are  studying 
means  to  utilize  sugarcane  by-products 
for  chemical  purposes.  Many  proposals 
were  made  to  the  Trade  Mission  regard- 
ing diversification.  Among  these  were 
use  of  sugarcane  bagasse  to  manufacture 
fertilizers,  to  produce  fermentation  prod- 
ucts and  animal  feeds,  construction  ma- 
terials, charcoal,  and  even  pig  iron.  The 
success  of  these  proposals  will  depend 
on  the  industry's  ability  to  form  joint 
ventures  with  foreign  investors'  groups. 
The  investment  outlook  in  this  field  is 
excellent. 

Copra  industry 

The  Philippines  produce  a  large  share 
of  the  world's  copra,  most  of  which  is 
processed    in    Europe    and    the    United 
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States.  There  is  a  strong  desire  on  the 
part  of  copra  producers  to  process  the 
fresh  coconut  locally  in  an  integrated 
system  which  would  make  use  of  the 
several  by-products  of  the  coconut,  such 
as  the  meat  from  which  the  oil  has  been 
extracted,  the  milk,  the  husk,  and  the 
shell.  When  more  research  is  done  on 
the  problems  of  processing,  product  de- 
velopment and  collection  of  the  raw 
coconuts  for  processing,  this  industry 
may  offer  good  trade  and  investment 
possibilities  for  American  business. 

Electro-chemicals 

No  survey  of  the  chemical  industry  of 
the  Philippines  would  be  complete  with- 
out mentioning  the  hydro-electric  poten- 
tial of  the  Maria  Christina  Falls  at  Iligan 
on  the  north  coast  of  Mindanao.  The 
50,000  KW  power  plant  now  in  oper- 
ation is  used  almost  entirely  for  chem- 
ical and  metallurgical  processing.  Cal- 
cium carbide,  ferro-alloys,  ammonia,  ce- 
ment and  steel  are  being  produced  at  this 
site  at  the  present  time.  Primary  alumi- 
num, additional  fertilizers,  an  integrated 
steel  mill,  caustic  soda,  chlorine  and 
polyvinyl  chloride  plants  are  among  the 
new  installations  planned  to  utilize  the 
750.000  KW  ultimate  potential  of  the 
falls.  Although  it  may  take  several  years 
to  develop  these  facilities.  Iligan  will 
certainly  be  a  major  industrial  complex. 
President  Macapagal  is  interested  in  this 
future  industrial  complex,  and  has  as- 
signed it  high  priority  under  the  recently 
promulgated  five-year  Socio-economic 
plan. 

Summation 

The  Philippine  chemical  industry, 
while  modest  in  size,  is  vigorously  ex- 
panding to  meet  the  demands  of  a  pre- 
dominantly agricultural  economy  which 
has  traditionally  imported  its  chemical 
requirements.  At  the  same  time,  the 
industry  must  prepare  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  industrialization  program  which 
includes  certain  heavy  industries. 

All  the  conventional  problems  of  an 
industry  expanding  rapidly  from  a  small 
base  must  be  met.  These  problems  in- 
clude attraction  of  capital,  the  training 
and  development  of  technical  and  man- 
agerial talent,  the  efficient  use  of  by- 
products and  co-products,  facing  com- 
petition from  abroad,  promoting  con- 
sumer acceptance  of  domestic  products, 
efficient  development  of  a  distribution 
system,  maintenance  of  high  standards 
of  product  quality,  and,  very  importantly, 
obtaining  fair  and  sympathetic  treatment 
from  the  governmental  bodies  with  whom 
the  industry  is  concerned. 

The  U.S.   chemical   industry  and   the 


suppliers  of  chemical  equipment,  services 
and  raw  materials  can  and  should  vig- 
orously fight  for  their  mutually  beneficial 
place  in  the  Philippine  chemical  industry. 
While  the  competition  may  be  tough  and 
the  problems  of  doing  business  in  a  for- 
eign land  time-consuming  and  expensive, 
the  common  language,  the  Philippine  re- 
spect for  democracy  and  free  enterprise, 
and  the  long-standing  tradition  of  excel- 
lent, and  mutually  beneficial  business  and 
trading  relations  between  the  U.S.  and 
the  Philippines  offer  excellent  opportu- 
nities for  the  American  businessman  and 
investor. 


Need  exists  for 
'package'  plants 
in  Philippines 


Shortage  of  qualified  technical 
and  engineering  services  noted

The  Trade  Mission  determined  that  a 
large  and  genuine  interest  in  "packaged 
plants"   exists  in  the  Philippines.    Very 
good   business  op- 
portunities exist  for 
American    engineer- 
ing firms  capable  of 
supplying     complete 
plants,  the  so-called 
"package  plants" 
or  "turnkey  plants," 
particularly   in  view 
of  the   shortage   of, 
and  need  for,  quali- 
fied technical  and  engineering  services. 

The  ranges  of  services  sought  varied 
widely,  ranging  from  feasibility  studies  to 
management  contracts.  In  some  cases 
financing  for  the  types  of  services  re- 
quested was  also  sought. 

The  need  for  manufacturing  "know 
how"  was  a  constantly  expressed  theme. 
Joint  ventures  were  often  viewed  as  the 
means  for  obtaining  the  desired  end  of 
technical  know-how,  and  to  obtain  this 
some  Philippine  firms  were  willing  to 
supply  considerable  land,  labor  and  capi- 
tal; other  firms  had  considerably  less  to 
offer.  Some  felt  that  this  was  more 
urgently  needed  than  American  capital 
which  they  also  need.  In  some  areas  the 
reason  for  joint  venture  package  plant  re- 
quests were  made  specifically  to  obtain 
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and  tie  American  know-how  to  the  new 
ventures.  For  example,  a  Philippine  firm 
in  Davao  wants  a  particle  board  package 
plant  in  joint  venture  with  an  American 
firm.  A  Philippine  firm  had  the  raw 
materials,  power,  management,  land, 
money,  reputation  and  some  outlets  which 
they  wanted  to  couple  with  experi- 
ence, know-how,  some  money  and/ or 
equipment  from  the  American  firm. 

Want  package  plant 

Another  example  of  the  real  opportuni- 
ties of  selling  package  plants  especially 
with  joint  venture  with  U.S.  partners  is: 
a  business  consultant  and  management 
firm  in  Manila  with  many  clients  of 
diversified  interests  wants  to  establish 
contact  with  an  American  firm  experi- 
enced in  package  plants.  This  Philippine 
firm  states  that  the  package  plant  concept 
will  play  a  vital  role  in  the  industrial 
expansion  program  being  initiated  in  the 
Philippines. 

This  demonstration  of  interest  and  de- 
sire does  not  mean  that  American  firms 
have  clear  and  easy  sailing  in  this  field. 
The  Mission  was  constantly  reminded 
that  Japanese  and  European  firms  were 
very  aggressive  in  the  Philippines.  In 
some  instances  the  Mission  was  told  that 
other  quotations  had  already  been  re- 
ceived. However,  genuine  desire  to  do 
business  with  American  firms  if  the 
American  firms  could  be  located  and  if 
they  were  competitive  cannot  be  overesti- 
mated. 

Joint  venture  agreement  could  tie  in 
very  well  with  the  two  regional  develop- 
ment programs  established  by  the  Philip- 
pine Congress,  one  for  the  Mindanao  area 
and  the  other  for  the  Central  Luzon- 
Cagayan  Valley  area.  Interviews  with 
planning  authorities  have  established  their 
awareness  of  the  effectiveness  of  indus- 
trial parks  as  an  instrument  of  industrial 
planning  and  development.  (An  indus- 
trial park  is  a  planned  orderly  develop- 
ment of  a  complete  new  area  containing 
residential,  business  and  industrial  com- 
ponents.) It  is  therefore  reasonable  to 
assume  creation  of  industrial  parks  in 
these  two  geographic  areas.  This  in  turn 
will  increase  the  possibility  of  package 
plant  sales. 
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Demand  for  industrial  equipment

Numerous    meetings    with    individual 
businessmen,  machinery  dealers  and  trade 
associations   in   the   Philippines   indicate 
an   expanding   de- 
mand for  American 
industrial  equipment. 
However,  to  meet 
strong  Japanese  and 
European     competi- 
tion   on    equipment 
offered    at    lower 
prices  with  extended 
credit  terms,  more 
aggressive   selling   is 
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needed.  'Matching  short  and  long  term 
credit  is  now  available  under  new  U.S. 
credit  insurance  and  financing  facilities. 
More  emphasis  was  laid  by  Philippine 
businessmen  on  the  need  for  capital  and 
credit  than  on  any  other  point. 

Neither  Philippine  businessmen  nor 
American  sellers  seem  fully  aware  of 
the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are 
now  available.  There  is  need  for  greater 
publicity  on  this  point,  and  greater  use  of 
such  credit  and  financing  where  justified 
in  individual  transactions. 

Incentives   to   local    production 

There  are  several  factors  which  en- 
courage increased  manufacturing  and 
production  in  the  Philippines,  thus  ex- 
panding the  demand  for  industrial  equip- 
ment. 

Some  of  these  factors  are  the  direct 
result  of  the  decontrol  program. 

First,  the  devaluation  of  the  peso  has 
made  it  more  expensive  to  buy  foreign 
goods. 

Second,  importers  of  non-essential  and 
some  semi-essential  goods  are  required 
by  the  Philippine  government  to  make 
time  deposits,  which  are  frozen  for  120 
days  -without  interest,  in  amounts  rang- 
ing from  25%  up  to  100%  of  the  value 
of  the  goods,  depending  on  the  category 
of  the  products  as  to  essentiality.  This  is 
in  addition  to  any  deposits  asked  by  the 
banks  to  open  the  letters  of  credit  which 
are  still  the  usual  method  of  payment. 
This  requirement  tightens  credit,  limits 
imports  and  consequently  stimulates  man- 
ufacturing in  certain  areas. 

Third,  pressures  for  tariff  increases  are 
mounting.  In  September,  1962,  duties  on 
most   textiles   were   doubled    and    some 


raised  500%.  Pressure  for  permanent 
protective  tariff  increases  is  anticipated 
in  many  lines. 

Fourth,  there  is  a  continuous  pressure 
for  further  industrialization  to  utilize 
Philippine  natural  resources  and  labor, 
and  for  increased  self-sufficiency  and  de- 
velopment. 

Diversification 

The  important  sugar  industry  is  show- 
ing a  desire  to  diversify  and  industrialize 
in  other  fields,  including  manufacturing 
and  food  processing. 

The  Philippines  export  almost  all  of 
their  sugar  at  a  premium  price  which  is 
above  the  world  market  price.  Sugar  ex- 
ports have  amounted  to  as  much  as  150 
million  dollars  annually  or  over  40%  of 
the  exports  of  all  Philippine  products  to 
the  U.S.,  and  about  25%  of  total  Philip- 
pine exports  to  the  world. 

Many  sugar  producers  and  planters 
want  to  invest  their  profits  or  capital 
in  various  industrial  projects,  as  indi- 
viduals, .as  corporations  or  as  coopera- 
tives. 

Some  of  the  plans  of  individuals  are 
already  well  advanced.  Others,  especially 
those  requiring  joint  action  by  coopera- 
tives, are  in  formative  stages.  An  op- 
portunity exists  for  American  manufac- 
turers of  equipment  or  suppliers  of  com- 
plete packaged  plants  to  make  offers. 

Engineering  concerns  may  want  to 
propose  their  services  for  feasibility 
studies,  preparation  of  specifications  and 
bids,  purchasing  of  equipment,  construc- 
tion and  installation. 

In  the  sugar  areas,  capital  is  available 
for  new  industries  in  other  fields,  but 
usually  know-how  is  lacking.  Licensing 
arrangements  for  technical  know-how 
and  joint-ventures  are  wanted. 

Capital  shortage 

In  many  fields  (except  perhaps  the 
sugar  area)  a  shortage  of  capital  was  in- 
dicated by  the  widespread  requests  for 
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short    and    long    term    credit,    and    for 
American  investment  in  joint-ventures. 

'  In  previous  years,  and  especially  dur- 
ing the  period  of  import  control,  letters 
of  credit  have  been  the  most  usual 
method  of  payment  to  American  sup- 
pliers. Since  decontrol,  the  credit  situa- 
tion has  been  strained  by  various  factors. 
These  include  the  increased  number  of 
pesos  required  for  each  dollar's  worth  of 
goods;  the  tying  up  of  capital  in  the  sub- 
stantial deposits  required  by  the  govern- 
ment, (which  are  intended  to  discourage 
excessive  imports  of  non-essentials);  re- 
striction of  credits,  as  a  brake  on  rising 
living  costs;  and  the  fully  loaned  posi- 
tion of  many  banks  in  view  of  the  gen- 
eral expansion  of  the  economy.  The 
collateral  requirements  and  interest  costs 
of  local  loans  induce  many  to  seek  easier 
and  cheaper  credit  overseas. 

Credit  terms 

As  a  result,  requests  are  being  made  for 
easier  and  longer  payments  terms  from 
the  United  States. 

Buyers  of  industrial  equipment  nor- 
mally carried  in  stock  now  want  sight  or 
time  drafts.  On  larger  machines,  credit 
terms  of  3  to  5  years  or  more  are  sought. 
For  investment  in  major  plants,  longer 
credit  terms  of  10  to  20  years  are  wanted. 

Where  advisable  and  merited,  short 
term  credits  under  180  days,  and  medium 
term  credits  of  3  to  5  years  may  qualify 
under  the  relatively  new  export  credit 
insurance  program  of  the  U.S.,  operated 
by  the  Foreign  Credit  Insurance  Associa- 
tion with  U.S.  government  assistance. 
This  possibility  is  relatively  unknown  in 
the  Philippines,  but  should  be  further 
publicized  and  utilized. 

Actual  financing  of  American  exports 
on  short  term  credits  by  U.S.  banks  is 
normally  with  recourse  on  the  exporter. 
However,  the  3  to  5  years'  financing  of 
capital  goods  may  qualify  for  non-re- 
course financing  by  U.S.  banks,  with  par- 
ticipation by  the  Export-Import  Bank. 
If,  however,  the  guarantee  of  a  Philip- 
pine bank  is  also  required,  the  buyer  may 
find  this  an  added  difficulty  or  expense. 

Since  in  recent  years  the  credit  has 
been  extended  by  the  banks  in  the  Philip- 
pines, recent  credit  information  on 
Philippine  customers  may  be  lacking 
among  exporters  and  manufacturers  in 
the  United  States.  Consequently,  any 
transfer   of   financing   to   United   States 
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credit  institutions  may  need  to  be  gradual. 
One  intermediate  step  would  be  "time" 
letters  of  credit,  confirmed  by  the  Ameri- 
can bank  which  accepts  drafts  drawn  on 
it  by  the  American  supplier,  and  then  de- 
fers payments  for  the  number  of  months 
agreed  upon.  In  this  way  the  American 
supplier's  payment  is  guaranteed,  but  the 
Philippine  customer  receives  the  benefit 
of  deferred  payment  or  credit  terms  as 
agreed. 

Licensing  and  joint-ventures 

Considerable  opportunity  to  supply 
American  equipment  can  result  from 
extending  licensing  and  joint-ventures  de- 
sired by  many  Philippine  businessmen 
interviewed  by  the  Mission. 

Where  import  duties,  freight,  competi- 
tion or  other  factors  make  it  impossible 
to  export  a  product  from  the  United 
States  in  quantity,  but  where  a  sufficient 
market  for  this  product  exists  to  make 
production  in  the  Philippines  practical 
and  profitable,  a  royalty  license  or  joint- 
venture  may  be  attractive. 

Where  possible,  a  gradual  approach  to 
the  extension  of  licenses  is  desirable.  Ex- 
ports of  the  finished  product  from  the 
U.S.,  even  if  limited,  may  test  the  market 
and  determine  the  demand  and  the  com- 
petitive position. 

This  may  be  followed  by  bulk  ship- 
ments for  repackaging  in  the  Philippines, 
or  component  parts  for  assembly  there. 
Then  partial  manufacture  or  complete 
manufacture  may  be  started  under  a 
license  agreement. 

Under  the  licensing  agreement,  Ameri- 
can manufacturer  supplies  formulae,  or 
drawings  and  specifications,  and  technical 
know-how.  Use  of  the  American  trade- 
mark or  merchandising  techniques  may 
be  important,  as  well  as  quality  control. 
Machinery  may  also  be  supplied. 

Under  a  license  agreement,  payments 
normally  will  consist  of  royalties  and  fees. 
Machinery  may  be  sold  for  cash  or  on 
deferred  terms. 

Under  a  joint-venture,  the  American 
party  will  be  expected  to  contribute  the 
know-how,  and  possibly  also  equipment 
and  capital,  in  exchange  for  stock  in  the 
company  or  a  share  in  future  profits.  At 
the  present  time,  the  American  or  the 
Philippine  interest  may  have  majority 
ownership  or  control. 

The  gradual  process  allows  the  Ameri- 
can and  Philippine  partners  to  learn  about 
the  market,  and  about  each  other,  with 
resultant  greater  assurance  of  compatibil- 
ity and  success  in  the  joint-venture. 
Otherwise,  careful  advance  surveys  are 
advisable. 

Despite  preferential  duties  on  Ameri- 


can products,  competition  from  Japanese, 
European  and  Australian  equipment  is 
becoming  increasingly  evident  in  the 
Philippines.  Thus,  substantially  lower 
prices  for  Japanese  equipment  that  may 
be  inferior  in  quality  but  adequate,  at- 
tract the  buyer.  Easy  credit  terms  may 
be  offered,  with  equipment  available  for 
10%  down,  5%  more  upon  shipment, 
and  the  balance  over  5  years.  It  should 
be  re-emphasized  that  similar  terms  are 
now  available  from  the  United  States 
suppliers.  Japanese  suppliers  are  also  able 
to  offer  long-term  credit  under  the  Repa- 
rations Agreement  with  the  Philippines. 

Competition 

Large  Japanese  trading  companies 
make  complete  offers  for  the  supply  of 
equipment  for  a  plant,  mine  or  logging 
operation,  with  long-term  financing,  and 
may  offer  to  market  or  purchase  some 
of  the  material  produced  in  payment.  It 
was  reported  that  large  Japanese  trading 
companies  and  some  German  firms  were 
able  to  make  offers  for  large  financial 
transactions  with  advance  assurance  of 
approval  or  rediscount  by  their  respective 
private  banks  or  government  institutions, 
in  contrast  to  long  delays  and  frustration 
experienced  in  dealing  with  American 
suppliers  who  must  get  approval  or  a 
prompt  decision  from  the  U.S.  credit 
institutions.  New  procedures  under  which 
American  banks,  willing  to  assume  part 
of  the  financing  themselves,  can  obtain 
promptly  automatic  participation  by  the 
Export-Import  Bank,  are  often  not  well 
known  or  understood. 

American  advantages 

American  producers  of  industrial 
equipment  possess  many  advantages,  how- 
ever, in  the  Philippine  market. 

American  equipment  was  used  exclu- 
sively or  predominantly  during  the  half- 
century  of  American  government.  Con- 
sequently, it  is  better  known.  American 
standards  are  used,  and  needed  American 
spare  parts  promptly  available.  Ameri- 
can trademarks  are  well  established.  The 
quality  and  uniformity  of  American  prod- 
ucts is  recognized  and  appreciated. 

With  reasonably  competitive  prices, 
quality,  terms  and  delivery,  Philippine 
buyers  prefer  to  deal  with  Americans. 
There  is  personal  pro-American  feeling. 
English  is  the  common  language,  in  which 
catalogues  and  instructions  are  easily 
read. 

Opportunity 

The  present  business  climate,  based  on 
decontrol  and  the  free  market,  gives  both 
American  and  Philippine  industrialists 
and   equipment   dealers  an   unusual   op- 


portunity to  establish  new  and  mutually 
profitable  relationships.  They  may  take 
the  form  of  agencies  or  distributorships 
which  were  difficult  to  consummate  previ- 
ously when  controls  limited  imports 
largely  to  previously  established  lines. 

Or  they  may  be  for  purchases  of 
equipment  needed  to  expand  old  indus- 
tries, or  equip  new  ones.  License  ar- 
rangements and  joint  ventures  make  ad- 
ditional opportunities  to  supply  American 
equipment. 

There  is  need  for  prompt  action  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  before  other 
countries  do  so,  and  to  capitalize  on  the 
interest  stimulated  by  the  Trade  Mission 
in  group  meetings  and  individual  inter- 
views. 

Prompt  correspondence 

Many  Philippine  businessmen  are  re- 
plying to  the  425  Business  Proposals  car- 
ried by  the  Mission  from  American  manu- 
facturers. Many  other  Philippine  trade 
opportunities  brought  back  by  the  Mis- 
sion are  being  published  and  transmitted 
to  American  manufacturers. 

In  addition  to  this  direct  correspond- 
ence,' up-to-date  lists  of  machinery  im- 
porters and  agents  are  available  from  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  to  whom 
offers  can  be  made.  World  Trade  Direc- 
tory Reports  available  for  individual 
firms,  are  obtainable  from  the  Com- 
mercial Intelligence  Division  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce. 

Personal  visits 

Following  preliminary  correspondence, 
personal  visits  by  the  American  manu- 
facturer, export  manager  or  exporter  are 
of  inestimable  value  in  selecting  and  con- 
cluding arrangements.  The  importance 
of  such  personal  visits  cannot  be  over- 
emphasized. 

In  addition,  success  will  depend  in 
large  measure  on  close  direct  contact  or 
the  selection  ot  competent,  well  versed 
and  aggressive  local  exclusive  representa- 
tives and  distributors  of  industrial  equip- 
ment. 

Effective  action  now  will  result  not 
only  in  retaining  present  business,  but  in 
the  future  expansion  of  American  exports 
of  industrial  equipment  to  the  Philippines. 
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Growing  market  for  good  used 
machinery  of  all  types  exists 
in  Philippines;  U.S.  favored 

War  surplus  supply  'drying  up';  buyers  turning  to  U.S. 
firms  with  reputation  for  supporting  warranties;  Mission 
warns  new  nation  is  not  a  dumping  ground  for  'junk'.

High  costs  are  forcing  the  Filipino 
businessman  to  look  for  ways  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  his  present  operation 
and  to  set  up 
plants  to  manufac- 
ture products  long 
imported.  How  does 
he  go  about  this? 
Quite  often  he  will 
purchase  equipment 
that  is  reconditioned 
or  rebuilt  ma- 
chinery. 

The  Filipino  busi- 
nessman has  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
U.  S.  machinery  which  has  been  rebuilt 
will,  in  many  instances,  serve  his  pur- 
pose. Even  second-hand  machinery 
from  the  U.  S.  is  recognized  as  superior 
to  much  of  the  new  equipment  from 
competing  industrial  nations  offered  on 
today's  market. 

Opportunities  for  increased  sales  of 
United  States  reconditioned  machinery 
lie  in  the  following  areas: 

Textiles 

Manufacturers  from  other  countries 
have  supplied  much  of  the  equipment 
used  in  the  mills  in  operation  today. 
The  Filipino,  even  though  he  has  tradi- 
tionally preferred  U.  S.  equipment, 
bought  these  mills  in  Japan  or  Europe 
because  the  price  was  much  lower  and 
credit  terms  were  better.  Now,  after 
the  first  few  years  of  operation,  these 
mills  are  beginning  to  require  more  re- 
pairs and  are  more  expensive  to  operate 
than  they  should  be  at  this  early  date. 

During  meetings  and  private  discus- 
sions, the  Mission  found  that  mill  opera- 
tors have  become  disillusioned  with 
their  "bargains"  and  are  shopping 
around  for  American  equipment — even 
though  it  might  be  reconditioned.   There 


are  many  idle  textile  mills  in  the  United 
States  today.  These  are  the  mills — if  re- 
conditioned properly- — which  are  needed 
and  can  be  sold  in  the  Philippines. 

Power  plants 

If  industrial  plants  are  to  be  con- 
structed in  the  provinces  cheap  electri- 
cal power  will  be  required  for  this 
expansion.  Several  sectors  of  provincial 
industry  have  expressed  a  desire  to  pur- 
chase power  plants  from  the  United 
States  if  terms  can  be  arranged.  Other 
alternatives  are  direct  investment  in,  or 
a  joint-venture  establishment  of  power 
facilities.  The  sale  of  guaranteed  rebuilt 
diesel  ■power  plants  is  another  possibility. 
Since  capital  is  scarce  for  private  enter- 
prises—credit terms  are  one  of  the  most 
important  factors  in  the  sale  of  this  type 
of  equipment. 

Earthmoving  and  logging  machinery 

Great  quantities  of  earth  moving  and 
logging  machinery  have  been  available 
since  the  war  at  a  fraction  of  the  origi- 
nal cost.  Two  things  are  occurring,  how- 
ever, which  favor  the  sale  of  good  re- 
conditioned machinery  from  present 
U.  S.  stocks.  First,  the  source  of  surplus 
equipment  is  rapidly  'drying-up'  and 
second,  this  equipment  has  been  sold 
'overhauled  with  a  paint  brush'  by  un- 
scrupulous dealers  so*much — that  buyers 
no  longer  have  confidence  in  these  'bar- 
gains'. As  a  supplier  of  heavy  equip- 
ment the  United  States  has  little  compe- 
tition but  the  tight  money  situation  forces 
buyers  to  consider  purchasing  recondi- 
tioned heavy  equipment.  The  rapid  ex- 
pansion in  the  logging,  mining  and  con- 
tracting industries  creates  a  rapidly 
increasing  market  for  reconditioned  ma- 
chinery— if  the  following  conditions  are 
met: 

•   Offer  only  expertly  reconditioned  or 
rebuilt  equipment.

Machine  tools 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the 
Philippines,  especially  in  the  provinces, 
is  for  adequate  machine  shop  facilities 
for  repair  and  maintenance  machinery. 
There  is  a  need  for  more  machine  tools, 
and  increasing  demand  for  production 
machine  tools  and  foundry  equipment. 
At  present,  most  of  the  skilled  foundry 
men  and  metallurgists  are  found  in  the 
Manila  area,  but  a  growing  number  of 
machine  shops,  located  in  the  provinces 
around  the  sugar  growing  areas,  are  plan- 
ning foundry  facilities.  Many  are  in 
need  of  a  source  of  U.  S.  'know-how' 
to  produce  better  castings.  This  writer 
interviewed  individuals  and  companies 
desiring  to  purchase  an  aggregate  total 
of  more  than  $3  million  in  used  or  re- 
conditioned machine  tools  and  foundry 
equipment. 

Miscellaneous  manufacturing 

Tn  contacts  with  many  Filipino  firms 
— we  found  that  there  is  a  growing 
interest  in  purchasing  good,  guaranteed, 
reconditioned  plants  and  machinery. 
The  reason  for  interest  in  American 
plants  are: 

•  Savings  up  to  60%  of  the  original 
purchase  price  can  be  made. 

•  Package  manufacturing  plants 
which  have  become  too  inefficient 
to  keep  pace  with  the  competition 
in  the  American  market — are  still 
suited  to  the  demands  of  young  in- 
dustry in  the  Philippines. 

•  Even  though  it  might  be  second- 
hand equipment — the  Filipino 
knows  that  there  will  be  a  greater 
degree  of  reliability  and  less  'down 
time'  with  American  equipment  in 
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comparison  with  the  new,  ultra- 
modern plants  sold  by  our  compe- 
tition. 

Among  the  many  different  plants  for 
which  interest  was  shown  were  plants 
for  manufacturing  brake  lining,  spun 
concrete  pipe,  hot  water  heaters,  paper, 
kraft  type,  multiwalled  bags,  clay  drain 
pipe,  matches,  aircraft  (light  utility), 
coils  for  bedding  and  furniture,  vinyl 
floor  tile,  gang  nails,  wood  shingles, 
laminated  wood  beams,  instant  coffee, 
salt  by  evaporative  process,  candy,  shoes 
(ladies  and  children),  firearms  and  am- 
munition, starch  from  casava,  cloth  bags, 
bolts,  screws,  veneer  and  plywood,  auto- 
motive spare  parts.  Food  processing  and 
canning  plants  elicited  much  interest. 

Marine  equipment,  vessels 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  in  the 
Philippines  is  better  inter-island  trans- 
port. The  growing  fishing  industry  could 
consume  a  large  number  of  fishing  ves- 
sels each  year  for  the  next  few  years. 
Opportunities  for  selling  good  used  cargo 
vessels,  barges,  tugs,  barge  cranes,  en- 
gines, and  sonar  gear  for  locating  fish 
are  here.  The  U.  S.  has  millions  of 
dollars  worth  of  this  equipment  lying 
around  with  no  market,  but  if  our  busi- 
nessmen don't  come  over  to  sell  their 
merchandise,  the  Filipino  will  continue 
to  buy  his  marine  needs  from  the 
Japanese  and  from  Europe.  At  least, 
salesmen  from  these  countries  come 
around — our  people  don't. 

Agricultural  equipment 

Much  of  the  farming  is  done  with- 
out modern  machinery.  Forward  think- 
ing farmers  are  looking  to  the  day  when 
an  abundant  supply  of  inexpensive  labor 
to  do  this  work  will  not  be  available. 
Many  of  these  people  were  interviewed 
and  have  express. a  a  willingness  to  pur- 
chase rebuilt  farm  machinery.  The 
Filipino  will  buy  only  from  reputable 
dealers  who  are  capable  of  completely 
remanufacturing  farm  equipment  and 
who  are  willing  to  extend  normal  per- 
formance guarantees. 

No  dumping  ground 

Now  don't  entertain  the  idea  that  the 
Philippines  is  a  dumping  ground  for  used 
equipment  from  the  United  States.  It  is 
not!  There  is  a  market  for  good  re- 
conditioned equipment,  but  not  for  junk! 

For  years,  United  States  exporters 
have  operated  on  a  Letter  of  Credit 
basis  with  the  Philippines.  It  is  time  to 
make  an  honest  effort  to  work  out  ways 
of  extending  credit  facilities  to  firms  who 
merit  it.    Instead  of  automatically  end- 


ing your  quotations  with  'Terms: 
Confirmed  Irrevocable  Letter  of  credit," 
take  the  time  to  investigate  the  financial 
standing  of  the  Filipino  customer.   You 


migni  be  surprised  to  find  that  his  credit 
and  financial  rating  are  better  than  your 

own.

Free  enterprise  is  now  moving  dramat- 
ically forward  in  the  Philippines,  and 
the  U.S.  Trade  Mission  was  well-timed, 
arriving  nine  months  after  "decontrol" 
had  been  put  into  effect.  The  stimulus  of 
"decontrol" — "having  the  freedom  to 
buy  and  pay  for  foreign  goods" — has 
set  in  motion  forces  which  should  tend 
to  increase  the  total  demand  for  both 
domestic  manufactured  goods  and  for- 
eign products.  Both  are  needed  to  fulfill 
the  industrialization  requirements  of 
President  Macapagal's  5-year  socio-eco- 
nomic plan  which  also  calls  for  corre- 
sponding increases  in  domestic  and  for- 
eign investment. 

American  exporters  of  equipment  and 
supplies   face    strong    competition    from 
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Japan,  Australia,  and  Europe  on  values, 
prices,  and  terms.  More  aggressive  sell- 
ing is  needed,  utilizing  the  short  and 
medium  term  credit  now  provided  by 
new  United  States  credit  insurance  and 
financing  facilities. 

There  is  an  opportunity  for  a  wide 
range  of  American  manufacturers,  not 
presently  represented  in  the  Philippines, 
to  profitably  assist  the  efforts  of  agri- 
culture and  industry  to  diversify.  These 
diversification  efforts  are  building  up  a 
major  market  in  the  Philippines.  With 
the  expansion  of  employment  and  earn- 
ings as  well  as  the  high  rate  (estimates 
range  from  3.2%  to  3.8%)  of  population 
growth,  consumer  demand  should  in- 
crease (within  limits,  as  decontrol  has 
made  imports  more  expensive)  for  im- 
ports of  selected  consumer  goods  into 
the  Philippines.  The  demand  for  im- 
ported products  will  change  and  grow  as 
the  Philippine  economy  expands. 

Aside  from  the  Government's  policies 
which  directly  encourage  a  more  rapid 
industrialization,  there  are  other  incen- 
tives for  domestic  manufacture  of  previ- 
ous imports.  The  dollar  costs  of  imports 
have  risen  substantially  as  a  result  of  the 
devaluation  of  the  peso,  and  tariffs  on  a 
number  of  imports  have  further  added  to 
the  cost  of  imported  goods.  A  large 
and  growing  market  for  producers'  and 
consumers'  goods  has  been  created  by 
the  process  of  industrialization  itself.  The 
switch  from  imports  to  domestic  prod- 
ucts has  given  further  momentum  to  tariff 
increases.  However,  the  Philippines  are 
not  producers  of  capital  equipment, 
technical  services  and  a  large  variety  of 
other  goods  which  are  needed  directly 
to  promote  industrial  growth,  or  are  de- 
sired as  a  result  of  higher  incomes  and 
employment.    Thus,  the  industrialization 


program    provides    extensive    opportuni- 
ties for  the  sales  of  American  goods. 

Unique  advantage 

American  manufacturers  have  been 
serving  the  Philippines  with  equipment 
and  supplies  for  the  past  half-century. 
The  quality  of  values  of  American  brands 
are  well  known  and  appreciated.  The 
pro-Philippine  feeling  of  the  American 
people  is  reciprocated  by  the  Filipinos, 
and  Philippine  buyers  are  accustomed  to 
dealing  with  Americans,  and  communi- 
cating in  English. 

American  exporters  and  manufac- 
turers should  consider  becoming  inves- 
tors in  the  Philippines,  or  at  least  co- 
operate with  American  (and  Filipino) 
investors,  in  order  to  share  in  the  busi- 
ness to  be  developed  in  putting  the  re- 
sources of  the  Philippines  to  work  under 
the  5-year  socio-economic  plan.  The 
Filipino  business  community  showed 
active  interest  in  the  joint-venture  busi- 
ness proposals  from  American  manu- 
facturers. They  offered  in  return  many 
of  their  own  joint-venture  proposals  to 
be  presented  on  return  of  the  Mission  to 
the  United  States.  They  indicated  a  pre- 
vailing rate  of  return  that  should  attract 
the  interest  of  American  manufacturers. 

The  Mission  found  a  desire  for  partic- 
ipating American  investment  both  in 
money  and  in  technical  and  managerial 
assistance  on  a  license  or  joint-venture 
basis.  In  numerous  instances,  market 
and  feasibility  studies  will  be  needed  by 
both  parties  in  order  to  soundly  appraise 
the  true  potential  of  the  proposal. 

Special  incentives 

Special  incentives  (not  yet  fully  imple- 
mented) are  provided  by  the  Government 
for  encouraging  the  establishment  of  en- 
terprises in  19  industry  groups  specified 
in  the  "Basic  Industries  Act."  In  the 
main,  these  incentives  are  exemptions 
from  duties  for  necessary  machinery  and 
equipment. 

Many  American  investors,  appraising 
the  prospective  business  and  political 
climate  in  the  Philippines,  have  empha- 
sized the  dynamic  effect  of  "decontrol," 
the  history  of  a  high  degree  of  political 
stability,  and  the  growing  number  of 
Filipino  men  and  women  possessing 
capable  managerial  talent. 

Experienced  Filipino  and  American 
businessmen  are  aware  of  certain  prob- 
lems which  are  expected  to  arise  with 
the  termination  of  the  Laurel-Langley 
Agreement  in  1974.  This  prospect  poses 
a  wide  range  of  uncertainties  in  such 
areas  as  ownership,  control,  employment 
of  American  technicians,  tariffs,  taxa- 
tion, repatriation  of  earnings  and  capital, 
and  other  factors  important  in  making 


an  investment  or  joint-venture  decision. 
However,  on  the  basis  of  the  historic 
and  mutually  profitable  relationships  and 
the  good  faith  that  has  always  prevailed 
between  Filipinos  and  Americans,  the 
consensus  of  the  Mission  members  is 
that  existing  uncertainties  are  largely 
transitional.  It  has  therefore  been  the 
Mission's  general  conclusion  "that  few 
countries  in  the  world  now  offer  Amer- 
ican businessmen  more  attractive  oppor- 
tunities for  long-term  investment." 

Mineral  resources 

American  business  can  be  effective  in 
developing  the  extensive  mineral  re- 
sources of  the  Philippines.  President 
Macapagal  is  encouraging  and  calling 
on  the  mineral  industry  to  increase  sub- 
stantially its  contribution  to  the  Philip- 
pine economy.  The  machinery  and  serv- 
ices required  to  expand  mining,  steel 
and  chemicals  is  estimated  at  $800-$  1,000 
million  during  the  period  1963-1967. 

Joint-ventures  in  mining  are  eagerly 
sought  by  Filipino  industrial  groups  to 
obtain  additional  capital  and  technical 
management.  Proposals  were  received 
by  the  Mission  for  mining  gold,  chromite, 
copper,  iron,  nickel,  manganese,  phos- 
phates, limestone  and  sulphur.  Some 
properties  are  ready  for  development  but 
many  projects  lack  even  primary  in- 
vestigation. The  Philippines  is  relatively 
unexplored  for  many  minerals. 

The  mining  and  mineral  potential  in 
the  Philippines  is  significant  in  size  and 
worthy  of  attention  by  American  busi- 
ness and  investors.  But  immediate  possi- 
bilities appear  to  be  in  iron  ore,  copper, 
lime  and  cement,  ceramics  and  glass, 
and  pyrite  and  sulphur. 

Development  of  a  modern  coal  indus- 
try has  high  priority  and  may  be  one  of 
the  best  opportunities  in  the  Philippines 
for  participation,  investment,  and  supply 
of  equipment  by  United  States  com- 
panies. The  stepped-up  requirements  for 
energy  to  achieve  greater  industrializa- 
tion, availability  of  new  processes  to  up- 
grade and  utilize  poorer  quality  coals, 
and  possible  savings  in  foreign  exchange 
create  a  new  urgency  for  exploring  the 
possibilities  of  early  development  and 
utilization  of  coal  resources. 

The  United  States  chemical  industry 
and  the  suppliers  of  chemical  equipment, 
services  and  raw  materials  can  and  should 
fight  vigorously  for  their  place  in  the 
Philippine  chemical  industry.  The  latter 
is  being  rapidly  expanded  to  catch  up 
with  demands  of  an  agricultural  economy 
which  has  always  imported  its  chemical 
needs;  and  the  industry  must  prepare  to 
meet  the  expanding  needs  of  heavy  in- 
dustry. 


Mission  impressed 

The  Mission  held  interviews  and  con- 
sultations with  businessmen  having  a 
broad  range  of  managerial  experience 
and  financial  capacity.  It  was  impressed 
by  the  competence  and  ability  of  many 
Filipino  entrepreneurs. 

Genuine  warmth  and  friendliness  were 
afforded  the  Mission  during  its  stay  in 
Manila  and  while  on  tour  of  the  prov- 
inces. Filipino  hospitality  was  over- 
whelming wherever  we  went.  These  social 
and  business  meetings  served  to  facilitate 
closer  personal  acquaintance  for  the  in- 
dividual interviews  and  plant  visits  that 
followed. 

A  high  degree  of  interest  in  the  busi- 
ness proposals  carried  by  the  Mission 
was  evidenced  in  the  provinces.  This 
was  attributed  to  the  growing  number  of 
young  capable  entrepreneurs,  the  strong 
desire  for  diversification  and  develop- 
ment to  provide  new  jobs  and  profits  for 
a  rapidly  growing  population,  and  the 
wealth  of  resources  in  the  provinces 
awaiting  development. 

Support  and  active  interest  in  further- 
ing the  work  of  the  Mission  in  every  way 
possible  was  accorded  by  national,  pro- 
vincial and  city  officials.  During  our 
audience  with  President  Macapagal,  he 
expressed  personal  interest  and  confi- 
dence in  the  success  of  the  Mission  in 
improving  two-way  trade  and  developing 
joint-ventures.  Also,  as  our  host  at  a 
luncheon  given  for  us  to  meet  Filipino 
business  leaders,  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Industry,  Rufino  G.  Hechanova,  cited 
the  present  political  and  business  climate 
as  favorable  for  growth  and  success  of 
new  joint-ventures  with  American  busi- 
ness. Undersecretary  of  Commerce 
Medina  Lacson  De  Leon  and  NACIDA 
Administrator  Jovito  A.  Rivera  made 
special  efforts  to  facilitate  our  meetings 
with  numerous  trade  associations  and 
other  business  groups. 

In  Davao,  Cebu,  Bacolod,  Uoilo  and 
Tligan,  the  governors  and  mayors  showed 
a  special  interest  in  seeing  that  we  had 
complete  information  about  each  prov- 
ince and  city  as  a  basis  for  discussions 
with  their  businessmen.  Also,  they  par- 
ticipated in  many  of  our  business  meet- 
ings thus  reflecting  their  genuine  interest 
in  contributing  to  the  success  of  the  Mis- 
sion. 

Representatives  of  the  press,  radio  and 
television  attended  many  of  the  general 
conferences  and  business  meetings  and 
their  reporting  about  the  American  busi- 
ness proposals  assisted  greatly  in  creat- 
ing the  broad  response  from  businessmen 
for  interviews  with  members  of  the  Mis-
